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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Feldman 
(3,613,778). 

Feldman discloses (see Fig. 1 or 2) a supporting structure (col. 1 , lines 2- 
4) for a planar heat pipe including a housing (1 ) with an upper lid (2) and a lower 
lid enclosing a working fluid (col. 1 f lines 29-30), a support member (6) including 
a planar member perforated with a plurality of perforation regions (150, 150a, b, 
c, d), the perforation regions being in fluid communication with each other (at 7), 
the support member being sintered (col. 1, line 42). 

Feldman does not state that the members are sintered together, but does 
state that they are bonded by brazing, fusing, or the like. 

It would have been obvious to use sintering as the bonding method of 
assembling together the support member and the lids in the heat pipe of 
Feldman, since sintering would produce a suitable bond with a high rate of heat 
transfer. 
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3. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Feldman (3,613,778) as applied to claims 1 and 2 above and further in view of Thomas 
(6,167,948). 

Feldman (3,61 3,778) discloses a planar heat pipe having the claimed 
structure with the exception of the open areas having differing sizes and the 
specified arrangement of openings. 

Thomas teaches providing a heat pipe (see Fig. 29) with a first perforation 
region (202) located at a center of the planar member, and a plurality of second 
perforation regions (204) extending around the first perforation region (202), and 
a third perforation region (206) extending between the second perforation region 
(204) and a periphery of the planar member. 

It would have been obvious in view of Thomas to provide such an 
arrangement of perforation regions in the heat pipe of Feldman to obtain 
improved heat transfer by providing flow paths to guide the fluid flow in the 
desired circulation path. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Anderson et al, Lindemuth et al, Kung et al, Vafai, Dussinger et al, and 
Rokugo are cited to show flat heat pipes with internal support structures. 
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5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
